Peirce First Graders 
Learn About Birds 

Last week, the first grade class 
of Mrs. Eloise Clark and Miss 
j Beverly Raschi, student teacher, 
I took a field trip to the home of 
I Mr. and Mi’s. D. C. Trombla of 
1194 School St., Agawam as part 
{of their study of winter birds. 

I Mr. Trombla is an expert on 
birds and maintains many bird 
feeders on the grounds of his 
home. He spoke to the children 
about the various kinds of winter 
birds found in Agawam and their 
habits. Then they observed many 
of these birds as they gathered 
about the feeders in the yard. The 
children were fortunate enough 
to see a male and female Card¬ 
inal, the Evening Grosbeak, the 
Chickadee, J uncos, and the Dow’- 
ny Woodpecker. 

As a memento of this trip, Mr. 
Trombla presented to the class a 
large framed picture of the Scar¬ 
let Tanager to hang in their 
classroom. The children are main¬ 
taining feeders in the Peirce 
School yard and logging the types 
of birds who feed there. A favor¬ 
ite visitor is a bluejay and sev¬ 
eral Song 'Sparrows who visit 
daily. 


When medical researchers 
working under March ot 
Dimes grants look up from 
their microscopes these 
days, their expressions seem 
considerably more cheerful 
than a short time ago.

“We .solved the enigma of 
polio through unflagging sci¬ 
entific research tliat was fi¬ 
nanced by our generous and 
compassionate countrymen/' 
Basil O'Connor, president ol 
The National Foundation- 
March of Dimes; said recently.' 
“With the same generosity, 
with the same dogged and in¬ 
cessant research, we unques¬ 
tionably will come up with 
some of the basic answers to 
birth defects—and reasonably 
soon." 

Certain cautiously optimis¬ 
tic statements by medical re¬ 
searchers working in the birth 
defects field have cheered vet- j 
eran March of Dimes volun¬ 
teers and, in fact, have enabled 
them to enlist more workers 
than in other yeare in the task 
of asking for and collecting 
contributions. These volunteer 
fund raisers are expected to 
total 2,500,000 (mcluding in¬ 
defatigable teena'gers) before 
the campaign ends late in Jan¬ 
uary with the Mothers’ March. 

While pointing out that 
250,000 babies continue to be 
born yearly in the United 
States with severe birth de¬ 
fects, Dr. Virginia Apgar, 
director of the division of con- 
genital malformations oft 
The National Foundation-!

Anyone who tries to put down 
a few basic rules on fishing will 
probably find It difficult to ac¬ 
complish in the proverbial *‘25 
words or less.” 

The fishing experts at Mercury 
outboards have tried to meet 
that challenge by reducing the 
general reminders of successful 
fishing to Just five words.

sions a new and simplified punch¬ 
ed card on which the income re¬ 
port must be made. 

These questionnaire forms 
must not be folded or otherwise 
mutilated as they are run 
through automatic data process¬ 
ing machines. 

Pensions cease under the law 
if the recipient's income goes 
over an established amount. 

Dependent parents who receive 
dependency and indeminity com¬ 
pensation also receive these ques¬ 
tionnaires as their paymente are 
also regulated by the amount of 
their income. 

Assistance in completing these 
questionnaires may be obtained 
at the "VA Contact Division, One 
Beacon Street, Boston, Monday 
through Friday fi*om 8:30 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. and Saturday morning 
9 a.m. to 1 p.m.
